Link is represented in eastern North America only by 
variety parvula, which occurs in wet saline soils mostly 
alonjjf the east coast from Newfoundland south to Floi' ida 
and Texas. A few inland stations have also been reported 
for this variety, but in the central United States its dis¬ 
tribution is limited and very sporadic. Svenson (1929, 
19.‘kl), in an extensive study of the ^enus, repoi'ted that he 
had .seen no specimens of E. parviila var. parrula from the 
interior except from New Yoi'k and M 
Fernald (1950) included

recently Steyermark (196M) i*eported its occurrence in five 
counties in Missouri. The authors have recently found this 
variety ^rowin^ in east-central Illinois. The population of 
E. pan'uUi var. parvula was found pfrowiiijr on a fairly 
level, muddy beach at the south ed^re of a small pond. The 
beach, which had been revealed bv the low level of the 
pond, was caused by a prolonged summer drought. It was 
nearly covered by a green carpet of this species which 
ext('nded over an area about 12 m long and 5 m wide. A 
number of common shoi-eline species were found .scattered 
among this carpet of E. p(n-vi(la. These included Cjipeiiis
